Building Program

Paris, May 30.—I had lunch re- 
cently with H. H. Kelly, our popular 
automotive trade commissioner, who 
has just returned from a three-week 
visit to Italy. where he went on 
business connected with the much- 
discussed but little acted upon Eu- 
ropean cartel. 

From Naples to Genoa is a two- 
days’ journey by boat and twenty- 
four hours by train, but neither of 
these methods of travel is fast 
enough for Kelly. He took a sea- 
plane and did it in four and one- 
half hours. 

The most interesting news that 
he brought back from Italy is that 
the Italian government is embark- 
ing on an extensive road building 
program.

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An Injustice Righte 
N VOTING the repeal of the wartime excise taxes on 


motor vehicles, Congress has just righted an injustice of 
long standing. These excise taxes, which were levied to meet 
grave emergency during the late unlamented war, have 
long since been removed from every other form of transpor- 
tation except the automotive. 
A number of influential 


a 


newspapers throughout the 
country have taken the occasion to regret the passing of the 
automobile tax. In a recent issue the New York World 
remarked: “On the other hand, there were very good reasons 
for retaining the automobile tax. It is not burdensome and 
yet is highly productive ; the car owner, moreover, obtains 
a direct benefit in return through the Federal contributions 
to improved highways. In dropping this tax Congress was 
influenced more by political than by iderations.”’ 
We had hoped that Congress was influenced by an 
honest desire to right a palpable injustice. The fact that 
the automobile tax was profitable and easily collected 1s 
not the question that Congress had to decide. The real 
question was, “Is the automobile tax an injustice?” We 
believe that Congress rightly decided that it was unjust. 
Secretary Mellon was the first person to advance the 
argument that because the Federal government was spend- 
ing money for roads, the motorists as a class should pay a 
special tax to pay for them. The argument holds about as 
much water as would one to impose a special tax on farmers 
to pay for the maintenance of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. If motorists should pay a class tax to cover the invest- 
ment of the Federal government in roads then parents of 
school children should pay a special tax to county or munici- 
pality to cover the cost of building and operating schools.

Even today it is possible to produce shale 
oi] fuel at a cost which allows it to be retailed at about 50 
cents. Development of methods and equipment would bring 
this price down and any suggestion of failure on the part of 
the petroleum supply would start scientists working in 
earnest to this end. 

Oil-bearing shale deposits exist in a great many coun- 
tries, and, with this reserve, there is little likelihood of 
the “shortage of gasoline” that used to be a recurring 
bugaboo a few years ago.

Seattle, Wash., May 30.—J. D. 
Guiss, lighting expert with the 
Department of State highway pa- 
trol, while in Seattle last week, 
issued a statement explaining a 
mooted point relative to the num- 
ber of lights that may be used on 
a motor car in this state. 
“Published articles regarding 
legal lighting devices for automo- 
biles in this state may give some 
manufacturers a wrong impression 
in relation to the number of lights 
that may be on the front of a car,” 
he said to Automotive Daily News. 
“One spot light and one fog lamp 


may be used Also one auxiliary
